AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CONSUMP¬ 
TIVES’  HOME 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Charles  Cullis,  William  Claflin,  Alexander 
H.  Vinton.  Edward  S.  Rand,  Henry  F.  Durant,  Jacob 
Sleeper,  and  Abner  Kingman,  their  associates  and  suc¬ 
cessors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Consumptives’  Home,  for  the  treat¬ 
ment,  care,  and  relief  of  consumptive  patients,  and  other 
sick,  suffering,  and  indigent  persons,  with  all  the  rights, 
powers,  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  re¬ 
strictions,  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws 
which  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  in  force  applicable  to 
such  corporations.  /x 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  in  fee 
simple,  or  any  less  estate  by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise, 
or  otherwise,  any  lands,  tenements,  or  other  estate,  real 
or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage, 
Approved  February  24,  1871.  » 

Chapter  47  of  the  Acts  of  1891 

A  N  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CONSUMP¬ 
TIVES’  HOME  TO  HOLD  ADDITIONAL  REAL  AND  PERSONAL 
ESTATE. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  Trustees  of  the  Consumptives’  Home, 
a  corporation  established  by  Chapter  forty-eight  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  is^ 
hereby  authorized  to  hold  real  and  personal  estate  for 
the  purposes  named  in  said  act  of  incorporation  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars 
in  addition  to  the  amount  said  corporation  is  now  author¬ 
ized  to  hold. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
Approved  March  6,  1891.

FOUNDER 

The  Home  was  founded  by  Dr.  Charles  Cullis, 
of  Boston,  in  1864,  and  incorporated  in  1871. 

LOCATION 

It  is  situated  560  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  corner  of 
Seaver  Street.  It  is  opposite  one  of  the  entrances 
to  Franklin  Park,  in  that  part  of  Boston  called 
Dorchester  Centre. 

THE  ESTATE 

Consists  of  about  six  acres  of  high,  dry,  sandy 
soil,  beautifully  laid  out  by  a  landscape  gardener, 
with  fine  buildings,  and  is  free  from  any  incum¬ 
brance. 

ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  forty  beds,  with  a  bright,  airy,  sunny 
room  for  each  patient.  Twenty  on  the  first  floor  for 
men,  and  twenty  on  the  second  floor  for  women. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

1.  Consumptives  in  the  last  stages  of  the  disease. 

2.  Must  be  without  means  of  support,  or  friends 
able  to  care  for  them. 

3.  Acute  and  not  chronic  cases,  as  our  accom¬ 
modations  are  limited,  and  a  larger  number  can 
thus  be  helped. 

4.  Cases  that  do  not  require  surgical  treatment. 


APPLICATIONS 

Can  be  made  in  person  to  the  Superintendent  at 
the  Home,  bringing  a  physician’s  certificate  of 
condition,  or  by  telephone  (615  Roxbury),  between 
9  and  10.30  a.m.,  or  by  letter. 

VISITORS 

Are  received  from  10  to  11.30  and  from  2  to  4, 
except  Friday  afternoon  and  Sunday.  When 
patients  are  dangerously  ill,  friends  can  see  them 
at  any  time.  , 


THE  MANAGEMENT 

This  is  a  Protestant  home,  open  to  patients  of 
any  nationality,  color,  or  sex.  It  is  non-sectarian 
and  in  the  hands  of  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees, 
none  of  whom  receive  any  compensation  for  their 
valuable  services.

THE  CONSUMPTIVES’  HOME 

For  of  him,  and  through  him,  and  to  him  are  all  things : 
to  whom  be  glory  for  ever.  —  Rom.  n  :  36. 

The  verification  of  the  above  lines  was  never 
more  marked  in  the  Work  of  Faith  than  during 
the  past  two  years.  The  daily  routine  of  duties 
among  consumptives  might  lead  one  to  suppose 
that  life  would  become  irksome.  On  the  contrary, 
as  the  superintendent  goes  to  the  Home  each 
morning  to  begin  the  day  with  family  prayer,  God 
fills  the  hearts  of  patients  and  helpers  alike  with 
fresh  courage,  as  with  daily  manna,  for  the  service 
of  a  new  day. 

Another  factor  that  is  a  benefit  to  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  patients  is  the  coming  of  pastors  of  vari¬ 
ous  churches  to  conduct  the  Sunday  afternoon 
service  that  is  held  at  three  o’clock;  they  also  fre¬ 
quently  help  us  in  the  Thursday  evening  prayer¬ 
meeting.  At  the  latter  there  is  an  opportunity 
for  more  personal  work  among  them  in  the  heart-to- 
heart  talks  that  bring  blessed  results.  The  patients 
are  asked  to  join  the  superintendent  in  daily  pri¬ 
vate  prayer  for  the  work ;  also  for  outside  religious 
movements,  thus  their  faith  is  strengthened  by 
the  answer  to  their  petitions. 

The  needs  are  often  very  great,  with  no  outlook 
for  deliverance,  humanly  speaking,  when  our 
Father  gives  us  sweet  surprises.

“  God’s  wisdom  is  immense, 

His  heart  profoundly  kind; 

God  never  is  before  his  time, 

And  never  is  behind.” 

He  keeps  us  waiting  for  “  his  time,”  which 
“  never  is  behind,”  and  we  exclaim,  “  Could  the 
help  have  come  more  opportunely!  ”  and  we  are 
led  to  acknowledge  God’s  infinite  wisdom  in  with¬ 
holding  that  which  is  infinitely  better  coming  in 
his  time. 

A  three  days’  fair  was  held  in  a  large  hall  in 
Roxbury,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  under 
the  auspices  of  our  Ladies’  Auxiliary,  together  with 
the  cooperation  of  several  churches  and  that  of  a 
King’s  Daughters  Circle  of  Somerville.  As  it  was 
one  of  the  first  of  the  numerous  fairs  of  the  season 
after  the  summer  vacation,  it  was  taken  up  with 
a  zest  that  made  it  a  success. 

Not  to  bring  it  too  near  the  time  of  the  fair, 
Donation  Day  and  Sale  were  observed  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  instead  of  November,  as  had  been  customary. 
This  day  has  become  an  important  one,  as  many 
friends  have  learned  to  look  forward  to  it  with 
interest,  when  they  make  their  annual  donation. 
It  is  encouraging  that  new  names  are  added  to  the 
list  of  donors  every  year. 

A  successful  concert  was  held  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Roxbury,  cheerfully  loaned 
for  the  night  by  the  pastor  and  officials.  We 
shall  never  cease  to  be  thankful  for  this  Auxiliary, 
with  its  band  of  noble  women  who  faithfully  work 
to  aid  the  Home. 

The  cases  of  those  who  come  to  our  doors  for 
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admittance  and  a  shelter  in  our  God-given  Home 
grow  in  interest.  Frequently  patients  come  who 
already  have  a  bright  Christian  experience;  they 
are  told  they  can  be  missionaries  among  the  uncon¬ 
verted  ;  thus  they  are  led  to  realize  that  their  days 
of  usefulness  are  not  entirely  at  an  end  though 
they  are  confined  in  a  hospital. 

The  impression  is  abroad  among  quite  a  few 
people  that  the  patients  have  no  medical  attend¬ 
ance;  that  prayer  is  the  only  means  used  for  their 
recovery.  There  are  two  resident  doctors,  who 
visit  them  twice  daily,  while  we  have  consulting 
physicians  who  are  summoned  for  complicated  and 
critical  cases. 

Many  weary  hours  of  suffering  are  relieved  and 
brightened  by  red-letter  days.  The  first  of  these  is 
Thanksgiving,  when  friends  make  it  possible  for 
us  to  set  before  the  patients  the  steaming,  well- 
browned  turkey,  with  all  the  dainties  usually 
found  on  our  own  home  board.  The  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E. 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Boston,  has  sent 
for  many  years  delicious  vegetables,  fruit,  nuts,  and 
raisins,  that  truly  nothing  may  be  lacking.  Christ¬ 
mas  follows,  when  another  dinner  is  provided  by  a 
friend,  “  Fit  to  set  before  a  king,”  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  night  the  celebration  ends  with  a  Christmas- 
tree,  bearing  gifts  for  all  the  household,  from  two 
devoted  friends,  followed  by  a  musical  program, 
when  our  best  professionals  gladly  give  us  their 
talent,  and  when  guests  are  invited  to  share  the 
pleasure.  Humorists  add  their  talent  also,  to  give 
the  hearty  laugh,  so  good  for  us  all. 


Still  another  important  event  is  Easter  Day, 
when  the  honored  Dr.  Waldron,  with  his  daughter 
and  Mrs.  Morrill,  soprano,  together  with  interest¬ 
ing  speakers,  come  with  their  Easter  message  of 
love  and  comfort.  For  more  than  twenty-five 
years  the  doctor  has  not  failed  us,  leaving  with  us 
papers  and  Easter  cards  to  be  distributed  to  every 
one  in  the  house.  How  many  have  been  blessed 
and  cheered  by  his  ministrations  only  eternity  will 
reveal. 

Other  pleasant  musical  entertainments  are  inter¬ 
spersed  through  the  year,  one  of  which,  by  Dr. 
Dixwell’s  stringed  quartet,  is  especially  enjoyed. 
After  the  winter  months  the  Young  Men’s  Chris¬ 
tian  Union  provides  drives  on  warm,  sunshiny 
days,  and  tickets  for  the  elevated  road  are  also 
sent.  They  are  a  great  luxury  to  the  patient. 

We  are  indebted  to  Thompson’s  Spa  for  the  con¬ 
tinued  weekly  gift  of  cake  and  pies.  Every  Sun¬ 
day  ice  cream  has  been  kindly  provided  for  the 
patients  by  a  friend,  who  is  ever  mindful  of  their 
comfort. 

An  important  improvement  has  been  made  by 
enlarging  the  coal  bin.  Our  faithful  engineer,  Mr. 
Martell,  and  our  out-of-door  man,  Levine  Wales, 
were  busy  for  many  months  during  the  summer 
making  the  excavation.  In  August  they  were 
ready  for  the  cement  floor  and  covering.  After 
obtaining  a  number  of  bids,  the  Aberthaw  Con¬ 
struction  Company  completed  the  work  to  our  per¬ 
fect  satisfaction,  at  cost,  thus  greatly  reducing  its 
expense,  for  which  we  were  very  grateful.  We 
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can  now  purchase  coal  when  it  is  at  the  lowest 
figure  for  a  full  year’s  supply. 

The  Consumptives’  Home,  Spinal  Home,  and 
barn  have  been  newly  painted. 

We  were  able  to  give  the  nurses  a  surprise.  Our 
matron  very  mysteriously  and  knowingly  whispered 
to  us  that  a  friend  (whose  name  was  not  to  be  made 
known)  had  contributed  a  sufficient  sum  to  refur¬ 
nish  their  sitting-room.  They  sit  here  during  rest 
hours  and  can  here  receive  their  friends. 

We  are  blessed  in  having  our  same  faithful 
matron  mentioned  in  the  last  report.  God  bless 
her! 

The  Home  is  maintained,  as  of  old,  by  volun- 
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tary  contributions.  Our  permanent  fund  is  very 
small.  Gifts  frequently  come  slowly,  but  ex¬ 
penses  cannot  be  curtailed.  Certain  bills  must 
be  settled  monthly,  and  cash  on  hand  is  indispen¬ 
sable  or  our  creditors  must  be  kept  waiting. 
Through  their  kindness  and  courtesy  our  credit 
is  extended,  but  these  are  most  trying  times  when 
we  are  unable  to  meet  our  indebtedness  as  promptly 
as  we  would  wish.  But  God  permits  these  ex¬ 
tremities  to  teach  us  some  valuable  lessons.  Such 
a  trial  came  not  long  since.  A  legacy  was  six 
months  overdue,  a  date  having  been  set  twice  for 
its  payment,  but  still  further  delay.  Bills  were 
pressing  on  every  hand,  our  own  resources  wTere 
also  exhausted.  There  was  no  way  to~'look  but 
Godward  and  Upward,  when  one  morning  the 
superintendent  was  called  to  the  room  of  a  nurse, 
who  for  twenty  years  was  untiring  in  her  labors 
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in  the  wards.  She  was  lying  on  her  bed  very  ill, 
and  her  first  words  were,  “  I  suppose  you  are  need¬ 
ing  money.  I  have  made  my  will,  leaving  the 
Home  the  little  I  have,  but  I  want  you  to  take 
the  money  to-day  and  use  it  where  it  is  most 
needed.”  No  one  had  told  her  of  the  pressure 
through  which  we  were  passing.  There  was  every 
indication  that  she  would  be  called  home  any 
moment,  and  while  communing  with  her  Saviour, 
he  had  put  this  thought  in  her  heart. 

The  gift  just  met  our  extremity,  paid  the  most 
urgent  bills,  and  sent  the  superintendent  away 
rejoicing  in  this  signal  answer  to  prayer.  It  was 
God’s  time;  how  marvelous  are  his  ways,  past 
finding  out! 

Thus  we  could  write  many  pages  of  God’s  bless¬ 
ings  and  mercies,  but  instead  of  telling  our  friends 
these  things  on  paper,  we  ask  you  most  earnestly 
to  visit  our  happy  Home  and  catch  its  spirit,  the 
secret  of  which  is  a  confident  trust  in  our  heavenly 
Father,  “  who  doeth  all  things  well,”  who  gives 
the  singing  heart  to  all  who  are  inspired  by  his  love. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  the  beautiful,  con¬ 
secrated  life  of  our  faithful  nurse,  Miss  Louise  S. 
Bill,  is  at  an  end.  Almost  the  last  act  was  the 
blessed  fulfillment  of  God’s  design,  described  above. 
The  sweet  smile  that  ever  illuminated  the  face  as 
the  eye  kindled  with  an  almost  heavenly  luster 
will  be  ever  remembered  by  those  who  loved  her. 
This  humble  life,  so  filled  with  Christlike  ministra¬ 
tions  to  the  suffering,  is  a  blessed  legacy. 

It  is  also  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  passing 


into  rest  of  our  beloved  friend,  the  Rev.  Albert  H. 
Plumb,  D.D.  During  the  lifetime  of  Dr.  Cullis,  this 
man  of  God  was  one  of  his  most  devoted  helpers. 
After  the  founder’s  death,  Dr.  Plumb,  knowing  the 
cares  and  burdens  that  would  fall  upon  our  inexpe¬ 
rienced  shoulders,  stood  by  us  at  all  times  and 
some  dark  and  trying  hours  with  a  tenderness 
and  wisdom  that  was  ever  a  tower  of  strength  to 
us.  No  words  can  express  the  love  and  gratitude 
we  cherish  toward  him.  His  presence  and  min¬ 
istrations  in  our  Home  gave  us  an  ever-increas¬ 
ing  vision  of  the  Master,  of  how  he  would  speak 
and  of  the  meaning  of  his  message,  “  The  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but.  to  min¬ 
ister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many.” 

We  revere  him  the  more,  knowing  our  Home  was 
but  one  of  the  many  noble  institutions  that  shared 
his  love  and  generous  aid.

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THE  SPINAL  HOME 

This  Home  is  entirely  separate  from  the  Con¬ 
sumptives’  Home,  but  is  in  close  proximity.  Five 
patients  have  been  cared  for,  including  a  new  one. 
All  of  these  are  able  to  leave  their  rooms,  and 
during  the  summer  months  can  spend  a  part  of 
each  day  upon  the  veranda,  which  surrounds  the 
house  on  three  sides. 

Several  important  changes  have  been  made.  A 
new  driveway  has  been  laid  out  and  constructed 
on  the  south  side,  where  carriages  and  ambu¬ 
lances  can  reach  the  house  conveniently.  The 
coal  wagons  can  now  drive  up  and  discharge  their 
loads,  thus  saving  the  expense  of  carrying.  The 
coal-bin  has  been  enlarged  to  hold  a  full  year’s 
supply.  Nearly  all  this  work  has  been  done  by 
our  own  employees  and  has  cost  but  a  small  sum. 
We  are  indebted  to  Robert  Gallagher,  and  to  the 
Windsor  Cement  Company,  and  others,  for  fur¬ 
nishing  the  material  for  the  mason  work  free  of 
cost.  A  fresh  coat  of  paint,  both  inside  and  out, 
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is  another  improvement.  In  conformance  to  the 
city’s  requirement  of  a  fire-escape,  a  flight  of  stairs 
extending  to  the  second  story  has  been  built  on 
the  exterior.  This  work  was  done  by  John  and 
William  Kellar,  our  personal  friends.  When  we 
were  ready  to  settle  the  bill  we  were  told  there  was 
no  charge. 

We  are  glad  to  have  friends  visit  this  Home. 

CHILDREN’S  HOME 

The  Children’s  Home  is  still  occupied  by  the 
large  family  of  nine  bright,  promising  children. 
The  mother,  and  children,  when  not  in  school, 
all  aid  in  their  support;  the  father  is  an  inmate 
of  the  Consumptives’  Home,  unable  to  work,  ex¬ 
cept  in  caring  for  the  children  in  his  wife’s  ab¬ 
sence.  They  are  partly  supported  by  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Charities,  we  providing  the  house  only. 
They  have  found  many  kind  friends,  one  of  wThom 
sent  a  seventeen-pound  turkey  for  Thanksgiving.
